The City Jackson (Discharger) owns and operates a wastewater treatment facility (Facility). The Facility

provides tertiary-level treatment for up to 0.71 million gallons per day. Tertiary-level treated effluent is
discharged to Jackson Creek.

The Central Valley Regional Water Quality Control Board (Central Valley Water Board) will consider
amending the Discharger’s existing Time Schedule Order R5-2015-0003 to reflect the current schedule
for design and construction of the UV disinfection system and anoxic basins due to budget and
competitive proposal delays for design. In addition, the proposed amended order will extend protection
from mandatory minimum penalties to the Discharger for effluent violations of chlorodibromomethane,
cyanide, dichlorobromomethane, nitrate plus nitrite, and total trihalomethanes until 1 November 2018.

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submit late materials must demonstrate good cause for the late submission, and the Chair must find
that accepting the late submission will not prejudice the Central Valley Water Board or any
Designated Party. :
